R evolution la Said to Ila Mora Grave 
Than Kaporta Published. 
^Now York, March 7.—A resident of 
H ew York who for political reasons de­ 
clined to perm it the use 
lam e, but 
who I as extensive business aud political 
dealings w ith Venezuela, gives an out­ 
line of the situation existing in that 
country: 
“General Ignacion Andrade arrived 
at .San Jnan, Puerto Rico, from Cuba 
ou Feb. 17 and remained at his ranch 
for a few days, when de departed quiet­ 
ly for more active service, presumably 
in the field as he had perfected his final 
arrangem ents w ith his Cuban friends 
who are to take part iii the decisive 
movement for the overthrow of Ciprano 
Castro, the present dictator of the re­ 
public of Venezuela. 
“ N otw ithstanding th at but little, if 
any news of the revolution now going 
on in Venezuela finds its way into print, 
it is true th at a most formidable, pow­ 
erful and far reaching uprising is now 
in progress in th at country, and it will 
not lie mauy weeks or days, }>crhaps, 
before the censorship establish!*! by 
Castro in Deceml>er last, will be broken 
and the details of the affair will be sent 
out freely. 
“ The entire country lying west of the ; 
Orinoco river up to w ithin IOO miles | 
of Caracas, the Federal capital, is now i 
in the hands of the revolutionists, J 
under the leadership of General N ich­ 
olas Kolando w ith 
General 
Pedro 
Ducharme and his brother, 
General 
Horatio Duc harme, each in charge of 
large aud well disciplined armies, com­ 
posed of fighters of no mean qualities. | 
These divisions of the revolutionary 
army are well equipped w ith modern 
arm s and a supply of amm unition. 
“ Since the withdrawal of Castro’s men 
from the Orinoco district, only a few 
revolutionary troops have been required 
to care for places like Gin iliad Bolivar. 
Barrancas aud the Maooario river aud 
hence the bulk of the best fighting men 
have joined tho divisions of Rolando , 
and the two Dncharmes who have been 
advanced to the w estw ard doubtless to 
concentrate near the Bay of Carencro, i 
less than IOO miles east of the city of 
Caracas. 
From this bay it is scarce two 
days’ march to Petare, which is con- 
necfced w ith the capital by a well built 
and equipped railway. 
All the tele­ 
graph lines in the state of Bermndese | 
are now in the hands of Rolando’s 
troops. 
“ In the western section of the repub­ 
lic the same activity prevails as regards 
massing troops ai d pressing them to the 
center. 
These forces are under com­ 
m and of General Perraza, and a corps 
of able generals, each of whom has a lo­ 
cal following and influence. 
It is also 
reported th at a large number of Colom­ 
bian adventurers have joined the Vene­ 
zuelan forces. 
T hat there is some un­ 
derstanding between a certain class of | 
Colombians and the insurgent forces 
seems likely from the fact th at Gea. 
Rolando, when he left New York la s t' 
autum n w ent directly to Colombia to 
make arrangem ents for an accession to ; 
his forces from among the people of 
th at country. 
After several m onths so­ 
journ there he w ent away in a very s a t-1 
isfied mood. 
Im mediately after his a r­ 
rival home news was received here of 
an advance of the revolutionists, not j 
only from the Orinoco and Bennudese i 
districts, but from the Colombian fron­ 
tier. 
This western alliance is doubtless , 
due to the fact that Colombians have 
some old scores to settle w ith their A u -1 
diau brethren of whom Castro is a lead­ 
er and a countrym an. 
“To offset this action it is reported 
that Castro has sent some #50,000 for 
the use of General Uribe-Uribe to be 
expended in m unitions of w a r. for the 
Colombian insurgents.

On Septem ber 8, 1900, the great 
storm which visited G alveston and 
laid waste that beautiful city, swept 
to destruction much of the property 
of the w idely known U rsuline con­ 
vent, leaving (tie devoted sisters with 
m erely the wreck of w hat had been 
their splendid Institution. 
Ignoring 
their own losses and the dangers to 
w hich they were exposed, w hile yet 
the fury of the storm w as at its 
height, they 
made 
of 
their dis­ 
m antled edifice a haven of refuge 
wherein hundreds were sheltered and 
saved, the malned and wounded re­ 
ceiving gentle m inistrations. 
W hen the wrath of the storm was 
appeased and men gazed upon scenes 
of unspeakable desolation that sick ­ 
ened the stoutest hearts, the brave 
sisters, still undaunted in the pursuit 
of their great life work, cast about 
for a new location. 
They visited 
many tow ns, som e much larger and 
offering greater inducem ents than 
Bryan, but after w eighing w ell the 
various advantages urged by each 
point, Hie sisters determ ined upon 
Bryan as the best place for the loca­ 
tion of a new convent, designed to 
take the place of the old one to tile 
fullest extent in the confidence and 
esteem of the people of the state, 
and the thoroughness and efficiency 
of its work.
